OLYMPICS MAY PUT

STRAIN ON CLUBS 


Four pressing realities have forced national coach Rudi Gutendorf 
to refrain from nominating his “A” squad and to concentrate on the 
Australian Olympic team and the team for New Zealand. 


It is a high tribute to Guten- 
dorf’s professional dedication to 
his task that he has been able to 
do so whilst hardly missing a 
beat. 

His outcry over the visa situa- 
tion was understandable — it 
should never have happened. 

The old problem of changing 
horses midstream has taken many 
to a damp end. 

Gutendorf has switched saddles 
merely with a watery eye caused 
by his sorrow for the need to do 
so at such short notice. 

Those four urgent matters are: 

@ The need to play Taiwan in 
Djakarta on July 17 and 19 in the 
pre-Olympic elimination matches. 

@ The fact that the World Cup 
preliminaries do not take place 
until early 1981. 

@ The number of top players in 
Australia who re not and may not 
become Australian citizens. 

@ The advice just confirmed by 
Sir Arthur George and Brian Le 
Fevre that brings players who rely 
on normal employment for their 
main income within the ambit of 
Olympic football rules. 

Gutendorf’s immediate difficulty 
is that there are players pencilled 
in, such as Peter Boyle, Stuart 
Baxter and John Coyne, who may 
not attain Australian citizenship 
within reasonable time. 

Whether things are quite as bad 
as he has indicated will be re- 
solved within a few months. 

At this stage at least 18 of his 
original 26 ‘A’ squad players 
meet or will soon meet citizenship 
requirements. 

Upon reflection, it would not 
surprise if Gutendorf would see 
the commitment against New 
Zealand in Auckland next Wed- 
nesday in a different light, 
althiough he tried to defer it on 
the grounds of being insufficiently 
prepared. 

And we would all have short 
memories if. we did not realise 
how well the base NSW team — 
the one that soundly trounced 
Norwich City 4-1 — did two 
weeks ago. 

This week Gutendorf said that 
Olympic-qualified players, rein- 
forced by Tony Henderson and 
perhaps lvo Prskalo, would pro- 
vide the base for the Auckland 
game and then the Djakarta ex- 
ercise a month later. *

REAL MADRID HAVE 
JOINED THE MORTALS...

The old glamour might 
have diminished, the once 
awesome reputation has 
been somewhat tarnished 
— but Spain’s Real 
Madrid is still a mighty 
club. 


| said the club; not the team, 
though that itself has just won 
another Spanish title with several 


- very good players in the side. 


When, during my recent visit to 
Spain, | saw Real Madrid they 
beat a struggling, small, suburban 
Madrid team, Rayo Vallecano, 
4-1, playing well only in patches. 


Their playmaker and midfield 
genius was Vicente Del Bosque, a. 


tall, dark, moustachioed character 
who looks like a Velazquez 
portrait. 

He did everything with total 
ease, scored two splendid goals 
and arranged the two others, the 
last a masterpiece fit for a Di 
Stefano, gliding past three defen- 
ders before backheeling a pass for 
Juanito to score. 

Little Juanito, a speedy, or- 
thodox winger, was Real’s next 
best man: fast, tricky with an un- 
canny balance and extremely 
mobile. 

But | have some doubts about 
Juanito’s class: in last year’s 
World Cup, against tougher op- 
position, he failed to impress. 

Pirri, the veteran captain of 
Real, who, at 32, is still studying 
fora medical degree, was effi- 
cient and authoritative as the 
kingpin of the defence. 

But then — the disappoint- 
ments and none more resounding 
than the German, Stielike, the 
former Monchengladbach mid- 


__ fielder. 


Perhaps he wasn’t quite fit or 
well, but he played a casual, ar- 
rogant game as if he was doing 
the 70,000 spectators a huge 
favor. 

Santillana, Real’s and Spain‘s 
central striker, played badly — 
just as in last year’s World Cup 
finals. 

As ' said, on the whole, | 
wasn't too impressed with the 
standard of soccer: Spain will 
have to improve an awful lot by 
1982 to take advantage of the 
home atmosphere and go close to 
winning the World Cup. 

Still, the popularity of soccer in 
Spain is untouched by the lowered 
standards.

ds ever — dozens of separate sup- 
porters’ clubs exist and they all 

travel to the stadium on match 
days in specially chartered buses. 

However, during the match the 
huge crowd was strangely quiet: 
only once or twice did they break 
into. some sort of a chant. 

But when the fourth goal was 
scored almost the entire stadium 
stood up to applaud the brilliant 
display of Del Bosque — and 
gave the rhythmic handclap of 
the Flamenco dance to express 


their delight.

The World Cup Organising Com- 
mittee is still undecided which of 
the two big Madrid stadiums to
